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The Frxecution of the Priſoners 
who ſuffered at Tyburn on Fry- 
day the 21th day of February. 


| I T H what horror and Amaze- 
ment, muſt a {erious thvught be 
| Startled ; when 1t reflets upon 


| the hainous Crimes Commited, 
{by the Villains of our Age: whole Cruelties are 
'as Boundlets as the Infernal Manſions from 
whence they firſt aſſumed their Beings : no mo- 
'dern Times have known ſuch groſs Impieties as 
theſe, which have fo lately been tranſacted in 
our Land, all dyed in Crimlon Shapes, who gap- 
ed wich thirſt of ſlaughter to deſtroy the inno- 
cent, and with dire Maſlacres unhinge the (et- 
tled State, depoſe if poſſible the long continued 
peace our quiet Realm injoys, lay Crowns. and 
Scepters 1n the duſt, and trample upon Majeſty. 
Monſters in the ſhapes of men, who dare to arro- 
gite fuch thoughts as theſe, or ponder with 


nghtcous God in all his works and wonders, 
and in the-midft of darkneſs can reveal what ſe- 
cret Plots are lodg'd : no cunning contrivances, 
nor crafty Snares, eſcape his narrow ſearching 
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themſelves upon the fatal 1Ils , bur juſt is the 
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7-03; but Murder is a Crime whoſe rending 
«ice doth uſher vengeance down, and lets in 
:-rror to the guilty ſul ; all hopes of quiet va- 
nih from the loaded thoughts that toil beneath 


rhe mighty weight of that oppreſling (in, 'they 
ghty weig they 


lole themſelves as in a pathle(s maze, and know 
not whereto turn, on one hand fear, ontHother 
d:nger lics in ambulcade to trap their ſilent ſteps, 
who trace like wondering Ghotts the unfrequent- 
ed ways, and dread the ſhadows of approoching 
harin ; then ſure it muſt be mifcrable to thole 
wretched Yiſcreants who were themſelves the 
Authors of ſuch actending woes, and heaped 
upon their Heads the dreadful ſtorms of an ot- 
fended power, the jult detert of what themſelves 
have done. Bur among all the Cruelties that 
wicked men could put in Execution, or all the 
Sicophants of Hell could plung their thoughts in, 
or cruel Papiſts, and moſt bloody men, could 
1avent, this, the Narration of which I am pur- 
poſed to relate (tor which two of the barbarous 
Actors moſt deſervedly have ſuffered) may equal 
ſure, ifnot exceed. —And thus I ſhall explain 
it. The parties that {uftered were Hill and Greer, 
who upon his Majeſties Proclamation were Gtl- 
covered, and apprehended, and Committed to 
New-gate, as Perions acceſlary to the inhumane 
Murder of that truly Loyal and worthy Gentle- 
man Sir Edmuna-Bury Godfrey, one of his Ma- 
jeſties Juſtices of the Peace, for the County of 
AMiddleſex, late of St, Martins in the Fields ; a 
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man fo generally beloved, and of ſo ſound a 
Judzment in State Aﬀairs, and for the promot- 
ing the good of all Civil people, and depreſſing 
thoſe by his Authority who ſought'to diſturb the 
publick quiet,and raiſe Commotionsin the Land : 
but for this he was looked upon with envious 
eyes, and fell a Sacrifice to Popiſh rage, ' for 
which the Parties aforeſaid were Arraigned at 
the Kings-Bench-Bar, in weſtminſter-Hall, on 
Mo#4ay the roth of this inftant February,. where 
about nine or ten of the Clock' the Jury being 
pannelled, the Priſoners were brought, where it 
was proved. againſt them by very credible Wit- 
neſſes, that they were actually concerned 1n 
Strangling the ſaid Sir Ed-mnd with a Hanker- 
chief, and dragging him. into a ſecret place to 
conceal the barbarous Crime, with many other 
Circumſtances too tedious here to recite, for | 
which they were found guilty, and the next day 
being Teſday, the x1th of the ſame inſtant, Re- 
ceived ſentence to return to the place from 
whence they were brought, and from thence 
ro the common place of Execution , and there'to 
be ſtrangled till their bodies; were dead: the 
which on this 2 1h of February was put inExeccuti-. 
on, In the Morning they were brought. down 
Stairs, where the Cart and Sheriff's men wait- 
ing for them : and an innumerable Crowd” of 
Spectaturs, who lined rbe ways, and thronged 
from every quarter filled the Lanes and Streets, to 
ſee thole miſcreants of whom they heard ſo much, 
the 
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the Windows likewiſe twinckled with eyes of 
g43Zing mortals, who ſent forth ſhouts, as pleated 
with what repaying Juſtice had1o juſtly doomed, 
« hilſt the dejected pecants pafled by, perhaps 
more concious of theirCrimesthan heretofore,tor 
death that ghaſtly King of terrors, when as he 
makes his near approach looks dreadful, and a- 
mazes thole who bold in Sin ne're feard his 
diſtant frowns : but did ſuppoſe them only 
ſounds to rouze the drowſie Soul from 1ts fecu- 
rer{lumbers. And fo indeed it is, to make men 
ſerious, and incite them to beware of ills that 
taint the faculties, and poylon the depraved ſoul 
with baſe-bred inclinations, eſpecially that of 
murder, cruel murder ; that bloody Crime, to 
hereditary to all the Popiſh Faction, whole eyes 
delight in blood and humane Sacrifice : nay the 
very foundation of their pretended faich, by Cru- 
el Feſuits compiled, is 1n obedience to pertorm 
the moſt deſperate Villanies (it ſo commanded) 
for the propagation of the Romiſh Caule, that 
the baletul accidents of time from their moſt 
{ullen natures can give {cope unto, or wit'y hor- 
ror dares invent, . as may be evident in this, when 
they had barbaroutly miſuled and murdered this 
worthy Gentleman, to hide the Guilt and avoid 
theSuſpition, they carry2d the murdered Corps 
by Night unto a remote and pathleſs way, not 
taking, anything from him, (but thruſting a 
Sword through as it is conjectured before murder- 
<d Corps) his Gloves and Cane were decently 
iN 
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in order layed, But to the purpoſe from which 
I too long have {werved : they came thus guarded 
and attended to the place of Execution : to re- 
ceive the reward of thoſe black Crimes their 
fatal hands, had done, for which their forfeited 
Lives muſt make an expiation to offended Ju- 
ſtice, who is not ſatisfied till Blood for Blood be 
paid, eſpecially that Blood that has moſt wrong. 
fully been ſhead;. | 
They were drawn 11 a Cart with dark colour- 
ed Horles, and guarded by a number of Conſta- 
bles and Watchmen, Greez was very much in 
years, ſuppoſed to be ſixty or upwards, and Hil 
not ſuppoſed to be above forty : They were at- 
tired in Campain Coats, with black Hats and 
coloured Hautbands, and white Gloves, Hell ha- 
ving a large Book in his hand : They ſeemed to 
be very penitent, often lifting up their hands 
and Eyes, with often repeated Ejaculations, the 
which drew charitable thoughts from the behol- 
ders. Thus = continued , till they came to 
.the appointed place of Execution, where they 
{aid little or nothing to the purpoſe, but much 
bewailed thei unfortunate ends, and that they 
hoped to find mercy at the Tribunal Seat of their 
great Creator, before whom but a ſew moments 
divided their appearances; asking pardon of all 
men for the injuries by them committed againſt 
them: And then the Executioner did his Office, 
They were afterwards brought back, . and bu-

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And now one would think the miſerable End of 
thoſe wretched men, fo deſervedly fuffering for 
their notorious Facts, ſhould remain as the Tro- 
phies of offended Juſtice ; and be as a warning to 
all thoſe Bloody minded men, whoſe ſtifled Ma- 
lice ſwelled with tides of miſchief, ſtruggles to 
get vent: but the Almighty, whoſe Omnipo- 
tence can pound them into duſt, and tumble 
down their lofty thoughts, that Weave among 
the Clouds : he only 'tis that can preſerve us 
from their cruel rage, and turn their Fury back, 
deſtroy their ſecret Plots, and ſave his people 
from the mouth of ſlaughter, whoſe providence 
is all-ſufficient, and whoſe goodneſs never fails 
thoſe who for their ſafery truſt in him,
